Services To Migrants In Schools of Palm Beach County 

The schools of Palm Beach County have for many years 
welcomed migrant children into their classrooms; it is nationally 
recognized that migrant children go to school while they reside 


in Palm Beach County. 


The Palm Beach County Board 
of Public Instruction has been 
alert to the problems and edu- 
cational needs of migrant chil- 
dren and has made heroic efforts 
to provide adequate schooling 
for these children. 

I would-like to mention some 
of the services and significant 
programs which have been fh- 
augurated to accomodate mig- 
rant children, and to make. 
school experiences more profit- 
able for them. 

1. The employment of two 
qualified visiting teachers who 
serve as a liason between the 
school and the home, and who 
work with each to relieve condi- 
tions which prevent children 
from attending school regular- 
ly. 

Although the visiting teacher 
works with both resident and 
non-resident citizens alike, (a 
greater portion of time is spent 
with migrant families. 

2. Migrant children are gen- 
erally enrolled in permanently 
organized schools and are inte- 
grated into classrooms with resi- 
dent children. However in one

6. The cooperation with the 
Migrant Research Fund of the 
National Council on Agricultur- 
al Life and Labor, Washington, 
D. C. in a research pilot pro- 
ject in 154-1957. This was a 
study of ways and means of 
meeting the challenge to pro- 
vide improved educational op- 
portunities for migrant chil- 
dren.

Glades Solving Of Migrant Problems 
Tops 25 Years Ago-Not Losing Place 


Some quarter of a century 
ago, when the "season" of the 
Glades was only a few months 
long, and then sometimes les- 
sened by frost, or rains, folks in 
Belle Glade established a “ur- 
sery that became an orphan- 
age,” for the benefit of children 
of migrant workers. 

The packing houses then were 
mostly. concerned with grading 
beans, and those who worked on 
the belts were her for a short 
time. The belts usually began 
around noon, or afterwards, and 
continued until all beans were 
graded, which  mean't ten to 
twelve o'clock at night. 

Many cars were parked near 
the packing houses so that chil- 
dren could be left safely while 
mother was busy at the belts; 
sometimes the children were 
locked in for safety and/or 
warmth, with mother visiting 
the car as occasion allowed. 
Other children were left at the 
house with older ones. 

‘These conditions were certain- 
ly not following the best tradi- 
tions of rearing children, or edu- 
cating the ones of school age. 
So, with the guidance of Miss 
Edith Lowery of the 

Belle Glade citizens organized 
and incorporated as The Com- 
munity Center, Inc., and accept- 
ed the offer of a local nurse paid 
for by the National Council of 
Churches, and furnished an as- 
sistant from local funds. 

The American Legion hall 
equipped with a kitchen was of- 
fered by the Post, bady beds in- 
stalled, bedding and bed clothes 
were secured from wherever 
available and a nursery opened, 
Dr. W. J. Buck made entrance 
examinations visiting the nur- 


sery twice daily and supervis- 
ing the work of the day and 
night nurse. 

A proper and full diet and 
necessary medication were fur- 
nished with a charge of 25c per 
child daily. Many parents did 
not pay the 25c, or only a por- 
tion fo it but service was given 
without distinction. 

Many parents coming at late 
hours in cooler weather agreed 
that it was not wise to carry 
the youngster from a warm bed

Juvenile delinquency, as FBI Director J. Ed- 
gar Hoover and others emphasize, becomes a gra- 
ver problem all the time—both in the extent of 
the crimes committed by juveniles, and in the 
crime’s seriousni f you, as a parent want to 
join the parade and raise a delinquent, there are 
certain rules to follow. Frank Brabant, an auth- 
ority on the subject, who lectures around the 
country, recently listed them. Here are a few: 


From infancy onward give the child every- 
thing he wants, so that he'll grow up thinking the 
world owes him a living. Don’t give him any 
spiritual training. Avoid use of the word “wrong” 
—it may give him a guilt complex. Do everything 
for him, so that he'll become accustomed to 
throwing all r sponsibility on to others. Give 
him all the spending money he wants, and never 
insist that he earn any of his own. Satsify his 
every craving and sensual desire—after all, den- 
ial may frustrate him. Take his part against 
neighbors, teachers and the police. When he gets 
into real trouble, apologize by saying, “I never 
could do anything with him." 


These rules aren't hard to follow and abide 
by—great numbers of parents have, as surging 
juvenile delinqueney shows. You, too, can pro- 
duce a delinquent, simply and easily. The author- 
ity adds one more observation Prepare for 
life of grief. You will be apt to have one.

Co. Commission Sticks 


To Old Business Friends 


Following a spirited debate, 
the county commission this week 
voted to extend a car rental 
franchise at International Air- 
port for two West Palm Beach 
firms now providing this service 
at the installation. 


The board rejected offers by 
Hertz and Avis Rent A Car and 
accepted a proposal made by 
National Car Rental and Olin 
Car Rental, each which agreed 
to pay the county an annual fee 
of $12,000 or a 1214 percent of 
its gross, whichever is greater. 


Hertz offered $20,000 a year 
or 10 percent of gross and Avis 
agreed to a $15,000 annual pay- 
ment plus 10 percent. 


In making its decision, the 
board recalled that two years 
ago Hertz and Avis refused to 
deal with the county on a per- 
centage basis and took the con- 
cession on an annual rental 
basis which the commission felt 
cut back on county revenue for 
the franchise. 

The two local firms, repre- 
sented by Phil O'Connel, were 
given a new contract which will 
expire July 1, 1964. 

In another action on airport 
transportation, the commission 
extended a taxi franchise to 
Yellow Cab Company to 1964 
for service the company is now 
performing at the base. 

Palm Beach County will be 
represented in a Tallahassee 
parade marking the inaugara- 
tion of C. Farris Bryant as Gov- 
ernor of the state. 

The County commission this 
week voted to spend $800 for a 
float to be entered in the parade.

Sweet Peppers Not Pepper 
But They're Good Season 


Good cooks made a distinc- 
tion between flavoring and sea- 
soning. The ingredient that fla- 
vors a dish gives it its dominant 
taste. Seasoning enhances the 
flavor without intruding or al- 
tering the dominant taste. 


Both flavorings and seasonings 
have their definite places. Be- 
ware, however, of mixing up 
their roles. Be sure seasonings 
do not overpewer the charact- 
eristic taste of a dish. But when 
striving for a definite flavor, do 
not be timid and leave an un- 
certain result. 

The following recipe is a case 
in point. Usually sweet peppers 
(some call them green peppers 
or bell peppers) are used as sea- 
soning in cooked dishes. Pep- 
per steak uses them as the dom- 
nant flavor and a mighty good 


one it is. 


Actually the sweet pepper and 


all its cousins from Central and 
South America are not a true 
pepper but a relative of such 
other native vegetables as the 
Irish potato and tomato. Both 
mild and hot varieties were 
taken home by appreciative 
Europeans at a time when all 
seasonings were called peppers 
and that's when the confusion 
began. Because of this centuries 
old misnomer, people are still 
trying to find a universal label 
for this vegetable. 

Sweet pepper, green pepper, 
or bell pepper, it is a handsome, 
slightly elongated vegetable 
about the size of a large apple. 
Though it is usually dark green 
the bright red ones are not to 
be a ided as this is a natural 
mark of maturity. Indeed, the 
red color adds a desirable color. 
The blossom end of the veget- 
able has three or four pronounc- 
ed lobes that give at least one 
variety (the Florida bullnose) 
its common name. 


The flesh of the pepper should 


————— 


be close to a quarter inch thick — 34 teaspoon pepper 


and firm. A mature pepper will 
yield slightly to pressure of the 
hand but should not be soft and 
the skin should be smooth and 
bright, whether red or green. 
Inside are central wite mem- 
branes to which many white 
seeds cling. The membrane and 
seeds should be discarded when 
preparing the vegetable as they 
have a harsh flavor, 

Sweet peppers are available 
year round. Most of those cur- 
rently on the market are grown 
in Florida which harvests some- 
thing over four million bushels 
each winter. 


Pepper Steak 


142 pounds inch-thick round 
steak 

1/4 cup salad oil 

1 clove garlic, crushed 

3 small onions, sliced 

pinch of thyme 

12 cup tomato puree 

lá teaspoon sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 


134 cups cold water 
3 medium sweet peppers, 
chopped in inch squares. 


Cut meat into inch cubes. 
Heat oil in heavy skillet and 
add meat. Brown slowly, stir- 
ring often, for about 20 minutes. 
Add onion and crushed garlic 
during last minutes of brown- 
ing. Add other seasonings, to- 
mato sauce and 34 cup of the 
watetr. Cover and simmer until 


meat is tender, about 1 hour, 
stirring occasionally and adding 
remaining water gradually ps 
liquid evaporates. Add chop 
sweet peppers and cook 15 min- 
utes longer. Serve hot over 
noodles, rice or whipped pota- 
toes.

Tick Quarantine 
In Part Of County 


Federal quarantine limits of 
certain areas in the county now 
coincide with limits specified 
in state fever tick quarantines 
established by the Florida Live- 
stock Board earlier this year, ac- 
cording to Dr. John B. Healy, 
Federal Veterinarian in Charge 
in Florida. 


The revision now makes the 
limits for all Federal tick quar- 
es in Florida identical with 

established by the state. 


thos 


Quarantines continue in force 
in four areas of Palm Beach 
county, including the Africa U. 
S. A. animal compound where 
the African red tick, potential 
carrier of several diseases dan- 
gerous to livestock, recently 
make its first appearance in 
North America. 


According to Dr. C. L. Camp- 
bell, State Veterinarian, no fev- 
er has been discovered in Flor- 
ida cattle or horses during the 
current eradication and inspec- 
tion program, and none of the 
livestock fevers that can be car- 
ried by ticks are transmissible 
to humans. 


Other counties where fever 
ticks have been found and quar- 
antines have been established in 
certain areas include Hills- 
borough, Indian River, Osceola, 


| and Martin. Eradication work is 


oceeding in all of those areas.

Eric Brantner is a frail 
and appealing little boy who 
achieved the age of two 
years the other day in his 
crossroads home at Palouse,
